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Correspondence of the Chicago Republican 1 

Hi. Paso, Mexico, sBSBJBBat 25, 1.S65. — I 
wrote you last week Lhat Juarez had MMaV- 
<h1 K! Paso. On Saturday last I went to 
|»ay my respects to the l'reaideut of what is 
now left of our sister republic. 1 went iu 
MMapMtJ with MM American gentlemen, 
military and civil. We t ailed at the bouse 
of a Mexican acquaintance in El P-iao, who 
BpsSntS Engli-h well, and was to have pre- 
senttd us to B nor Juarez, but our ae- 
<|Uaintam-.' was not at home. The minister 
of foreign affairs (I think it was) was a 
gui -■». at the house of oar Mexican friend, 
and he M*>kejust siifli<-;--ut BafdJaa to give 
us to understand that he would present us 
i > his esoellency. The arrival, however, 
of Senor ("mitreras, representative from 
Yucatan, who is a "Spaniard from old 
Spain," aud speak* French fluently, made 
niatu-rs BBOM MMMaMMMk We sulve- 
• iuent!y l^arnud that the President 'Spoke 
r-'reiu-h like a native,"' and that Mag the 
case, there was no further ditliculty about 
means of communication. 

Under convoy of the minister of foreign 
affairs we wt-ut to the President's liaEflMgn. 
aud without any unnecessary MMMI 
v. ere IMM d into his apart UM-nt*. We had 
scarcely entered when Juarez came forth 
■MM an inner room. Let me try to give 
you a description of him. St-nor Juarez 
seems to be in the neighborhood of l'nty, ie 
of low stature, stoutly built, but, though 
broad in proportion to his height, not cor- 
pulent. He is much teller th:*u the late 
Senator Douglas, though much b.-iter form- 
His f'ce is ludian in every feature; 
there is no mistake about it. I should have 
MMMjaised hiin anywhere as an undeniable 
Pueblo. He has a good, clear, stead v *ye, 
Indicative of self-possession and quiet MM 
keen penetration. He has a well-formed, 
weii-developed head. Hts hair is the 
straight, coarse, thick, blue-black hair of 
the Pueblo. His n<*e ia aquiline and prom- 
inent. His mouth >s the ctirveless (and, if 
1 may venture the expression.) lipless, 
tightly closed, Indian mouth. It i> very 
iniiicalive of quiet but deep determination. 

All those features, however, harmonize 
into a very pleasing ensemble, and we were 
all MMM j'leased wilh the President. Judg- 
ing him physiognomically, 1 should take 
him lor a man of sound common sense, of 
honest purpose and resolution. There was 
nothing whatever in his manner, appear- 
ance or actiors to indicate that he considers 
himself struggling iu the last agonies of an 
all but lost cause. 

I addreased the President the usual con- 
ventionalities in French, but discovered 
that in regard to his proliciency in that lan- 
■aBBSS — as in retrard to many other things 
between heaven and earth — rumor was mis- 
taken. The conversation was carried on 
thenceforward through the medium ol the 
Minister of Ejnance, ISenor Yglesias, who 
s|»eaks English very well, though, strange 
to say, he has never resided iu an ITMjIiin 
shaking country, and never was out of the 
«-.ty of Mexico, until, as he said to me, "his 
duty as a Mexican and to his government, 
caused him to leave it." He is a verv intel- 
jgeut and interesting man, and looks as if 
h.s convictions ol duly had bound him to 
the fortunes of Juarez. He seems to be in 
rather delicate health, of a nervous organi- 
zation, has regular features' olive complex- 
ion, a good head, and wears spectacles. 

Nothu g was said about Mexican affairs. 
The conversation was quite general, and 
Juarez sc-emed very much at home, and 
quietly genial and good hearted. Our af- 
fairs seemed to interest him and his minis- 
ter very much. They asked about several 
of our generals, and seemed to be pretty 
well informed as to what they have done 
duiiugthe war. They expressed a strong 
hope that the army would be kept up to an 
impc.-iug ^ tr« i.gin i: tit i 1 the process oi n - 
construction should be completely and sat- 
isfactorily concluded. 

The President, according to a time-hon- 
ored custom of Uncle Sam's dominions, 
turned out the champagne for us, as goes 
the phrase by winch Uucle Sam's nephews 
designate the whole ceremony. There lx> 
ing some little difficulty BtMMat the opening 
services, Juarez went to work and showet 
he was uot'inex|»ert iu that great accom- 
plishment of social gentlemen; drawing u 
champagne cork without noise, fuss, splut 
ter, or boss of wine. A Mexican servant, 
who foolishly engaged iu the same delicate 
o]>eration, scared out of his presence of 
mind by the cork pop and the InMJMMMibM 
effervescence, lure* back his head, shut his 
eyes, held the foaming bottle at arm's 
length, and, having the true rauge of th 
President, who was at the opposite side c 
the table, delivered his lire according to Kit 
Carson'* rule for lighting an ludian, "dead 
center." J uarez received this piece of awk 
wardness as a true gentleman should and 
would, with a good natured smile. At the 
same time, he lost none of his easy dignity, 
nor was bis composure ruffled in the slight- 
est. Having drank, at Senor Yglesias 
quest, to tii.- President of the United States, 
we emptied a glass to President Juan z aud 
withdrew, much pleased with our visit. 

I should have remarked above, that while 
Juarez has the facial trace of the Pueblo, 
his hands and feet are of a smallness 
worthy the azure blood of old Castile. His 
i of complete black.

The Richmond correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Inquirer writes: 

I have written but little of late, and the 
excuse is that I am not anxious for the hon- 
ors ol' iteration. The newspapers here, and 
the people, too, wherever any ol those mon- 
sters known as Northern correspondents 
were about, have so constantly MMtti d 
HMt Che best of feeling pervades Virginia, 
i hat the spreading of these assertions before 
the public have grown unprofitable. I 
have to-day, new phase of Virginia life, 
aud a truer insight into Virginia feeling 
than has falleu iu my way of late. 

Rockbridge Alum Springa is a famous 
summer resort in the mountains of Virgin- 
a, and has b.-eu for yenrs extensively pa- 
trotiiz d by the F. F. V.'s. Into its sacred 
•ii c-mcis the vandal presence of no Yankee 
had ever come. Here the aristocracy had 
met year after year, and congratulated each 
other that they were not cast iu common 
mould. Here ihey thanke.1 God that thej- 
re not condemned to herd with those vile 
■k e?. Therefore, a sensation at Rock- 
bri l<;e was the result ol the arrival there 
last week of two Yankee ladies. They were 
ladies, as fair and stately and lady-like 
representatives as Yankeoloui would have 
i< >ir- d. Yet tlfs cjjetc and detestable aris- 
tocracy treated these ladies with contumely 
Mad marked incivility b cause they were 
Yankees, aud did it boasting of their breed- 
ing the while. Let me give an instance or 
two. A party had been formed to go up to 
the mouutain'tops,but when they found that 
one of these ^ ankee ladies was going in 
mpaiiy \v.! h a lriend from Petersburg, 
these Virginia lonls aud ladies refused to 
trry out the programme; they could not 
po— Iblj ;>socialc wilh Yankct s. 
There was a person there, a Oeorgia cler- 
yman. This boar intruded himself on one 
of the Yankee ladies and entertained her 
with a long discourse as to how much better 
every respect a Southern ladj was tha • 
Northern one. He said that Southern 
ladies were more beautiful, more stately, 
nore accomplish* d. and he, talking to a 
Northern lady, told her that Southern la- 
es were more virtuous than Northern 
MB, This boarish secessionist is insoleut- 
^oiug to Trenton, New Jersey, to open a 
private school. 

Con-tanlly, on all sides, these two North- 
ern ladies were insulted by remarks iu their 
hearing aud intended for their ears, con- 
cerning the moral, intellectual, physical 
and social inferiority of the Yankees to 
themselves.

The following is the Jackson, Miss., cor- 
respondent of the Cincinnati Commercial: 
The Mail, of this city, which, by the way, 
is the Executive organ and does the print- 
ing for the Constitutional Convention, came 
out in its issue of the 1-th with the follow- 
ing bit of bluster: 

"Tiik fwtri'F— Cosrpuor. — On 
Sunday last at the negro church in this city, 
ooourred • Men* Illustrative of the vagus 
ideas which lill the brain ot the freed men. 
The olliciating pastor, at the close of his 
discourse, informed his ebony flock that it 
was decided that freedmeu should be ruled 
over by men of their own color; and that 
he desired that all those who were in favor 
of being governed by men of their own 
election and color, tj raise their arms in 
token of assent. 

"What are all the results from this eleva- 
tion of live huudri d African arms on a hot 
| day we cannot definitely say, but wo are 
i reliably informed by an "intelligent contra- 
band" that one of the results was to express 
: the desire of the meeting for rulers ot the 
i African race. What is the meaning of such 
1 proceedings? From what source are they 
taught to believe that any other than the 
present State Governm-nt M to control 
their actions? Who is authorized to per- 
mit such unlawful assemblies to diBOflM 
revolutionary measures? Have we no pow- 
er to prevent scheming fanatics from impo- 
sing upon the ignorance and credulity of 
the negro?" 

Now, the upshot of the wholo matter is 
simply this: On last Sabbath the mem- 
bers of the colored Methodist Church of this 
city met and passed a resolution to unite 
IhenuelfM with the African Methrdist 
Church. Their reasons lor this step were, 
first, Ik cause in the'f present position all 
the officers of the ehureb, such as trustees, 
Ac, aro white men, and Ihe houses of wor- 
ship, though paid for by the colored peo- 
ple, are deeded in the names of these white 
trustees, who could at auy time take pos- 
session of them; and secondly, because 
they have at present no actual representa- 
tive in the Conferences, not even having a 
vote in the election of delegates. 

The African Church has its own Confer- 
ence, as well as an independent church or- 
ganization. Of course the action of last 
Saturday evening, referred to above, was 
eminently proper and the course of the 
Mail with regard to it only goes to show 
bow ready some of those Southern journals 
are to put the freedmen in a false light be- 
fore the country. 

This morning the Mail graciously admits 
into its columns the following correction as 
an advertisement: 

| Advertisement.] 
Mo.NKio.MKiiY, Ala., Sept. 12, 1865. 
Mb, Editor: Under the caption of "The 
Irrepressible Conflict," your paper of this 
morning, illustrating its usual hostility to 
us as a people; contains the statement that 
the congregation at "th« negro church in 
this city" voted, ou the last Sabbath, that 
"they were in favor ot being governed by 
men of thairown oolor;" implying thai they 
were unwilling to be governed by the law- 
fully constituted authorities of the State or 
nation. 

Without remarking upon the propriety of 
publishing a statement of such a character, 
received lrom one so liable to misapprehend 
the facts as your own reference to your in- 
formant implie.-, we have simply to say 
that the vote referred to whs upon the ques- 
tion whether, as a church, wo should re- 
main in connection with the Alabama Con- 
ference, or join u conference composed of 
colored churches. 

As to the question of our loyally either to 
the local or National Government, we cer- 
tainly need no indorsement from any 
whose new Ik ru zeal still fails to remove 
the grave doubts which the remembrances 
of the 1. ite rebellion suggests in regard to 
the reality of their convor>ion.

What the President Said to Senator Wil- 
son. 

Senator Wilson, at a Republican meet- 
ing in Philadelpnia on Saturday night, 

said : 

A day or two ago I said to President John- 
son, There are differences of opin- 
ion in regard to negro suffrage. In my State 
we are all one way. We are all for security 
for the future. We do not ask any .ndem- 
nity for the past. Tnere is no indemnity 
for" the three hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dead heroes who lie under the sod 
of outhern battle fields. 

There is no indemnity for widows and or- 
phans—none! We can forgive their mur- 
derers; but we want security that our sons 
shall not be murdered in the future. We 
w an; loyal men to govern America forever- 
more. 

I asked the President if he made any dis- 
crimination among the man who ele.-ted 
him on account of their views ou suffrage 
or on reconstruction. 

The President said he never had made 
any such distinctions and never intended 
making any in the future— that he was in fa- 
vor of the freest and fullest discussion of all 
the questions now arising be' ore us. And 
so long as we have broad toleration and free 
discussion, we can go right ou, shoulder to 
shoulder, arguing, discussing and examin- 
ing these questions that are before us to be 
solved, and I believe now, as I did during 
the war, that we will solve these questions 
right, and that our country will come out 
in the future glorious aud free,

The ltev. Lovick Pierce, father of Bishop 
Pierce, is a candidate for a seat in the Geor- 
gia State Convention. Toe following let- 
ter from him appears in tho Columbus En- 
quirer : 

O LVKHSO.N, S 'pt. 0, 186"). 

To the Citizens of Muscogee County : It 
is due to myself and no less to you, that I 
should make the following announcement : 

I did say, on the day I lelt Columbus, that 
I would like a seat in the Convention, if 1 
couid be chosen thereto, rather thau run as 
B candidate. 

1 have never seen a Constitution, in my 
day, that placed the people .only one shade 
above Athe.sm. The ism ia as far as we are 
committed to faith. Georgia might be a 
State Of* Delete, aa for any knowledge of 
Christ or of divine revelations. It is evi- 
dent thai no Slate can ever rise to the dig- 
nity of a Christian State until God in Christ 
is recognized in its lundamevlnl laws and 
principals. This, I think, has ari: en mainly 
from the fact that tue theme is really so 
sacred that the defense of it seems too minis- 
terial for gen'.lemeu of merely political con- 
asb nose. But they would be glad to see 
Georgia take rank, under her new Consti- 
tution, as a Christian State. To aid iu tuis 
advance in the signs of ;i high civilization, 
is my chief reason for ever thinking of such 
a position. I hope others maj- bs chosen of 
Mkc mind, and that my work will be accom- 
plished without my presence. I cannot 
flatter myself with the hope of a seat in tho 
Convention, under existing circumstances. 
I have been confined four weeks with bil- 
ious fever, unable to write or get home. I 
am too feeble to write now, save only these 
almost illegible lines. 

lu conclusiun, I will only say my friends 
are at full liberty to run or to drop me. 1 
hope to be in Columbus at the election.

That is, nnnalyze, 
assay them, as men do coin, to see whether 
it is pure geld. In other words, search all 
things; go to the bottom, to the root ot 
things; go down to the first principles; go 
to tho foundations of truth; do not take 
things upon trust; do not accept what is 
propounded to you, whether from pulpit or 
professor's chair, simply becauso it is pro- 
pounded; but uuderstand, know, prove 
things to bo true for yourselves; that is 
Radicalism. Put, having reached the beat 
conclusion you can, having found what is 
good, keep, conserve, hold fast to it; keep 
an unswerving loyalty to it— to the sover- 
eignty of j-our convictions, to the right prin- 
ciple, in conduct, to the good law bs society] 
hold on to it with a firm hand; that is Con- 
servatism. 

This distinction marks two characters or 
tendencies of miud; aud, I think, of all 
minds. The one inquires, the other ac- 
cepts. The one says, Why? Why this dog- 
ma, custom, law, institution, method of ed- 
ucation, method of religious culture? It is 
not enough thai it funis mingstaugki.es>> 
joined, ordained; it goes behind all thai, 
and asks for the reasons and grounds of 
them. The other takes things as it finds 
them, and thinks of nothing but using and 
supporting them. The same difference 11K13' 
be seen iu children; the parent knows it. 
Some are always asking questions, asking 
for reasons. They say, Why is this, or 
that? why must I do, or not do, this or that? 
I think it is natural to all children's minds 
to do so, though in some it ia more marked 
than others. Put, if tho disposition is re- 
pelled, the want unsatisfied; it, to the per- 
petual "Why?" the answer is "Because it ia 
so," or, "Because you must," then you are 
likely soon to have lyefore you a conserva- 
tive little child — not the most promisim; 
form of character for the future. Anil ret, 
I think it is the character of most men.— Dr. 
Dewey. _

AL.AnA.MA WAR DEBT. 

The vote of the Alabama Convention was 
not in re/aid to the rebel Confederacy's 
war debt, but simply against the paying of 
Alabama's Slate debt, incurred iu the pros- 
ecution of the war. Of course Alabama 
has a right to pay this debt If she cam- 
Journal. 

Citizens of Alabama in their individual 
capacity may have such a right. But the 
government of the State has no more right 
to impose that debt upon those citizens in 
the shape of taxes than it has to impose the 
"Confederate'' debt. No legitimate State 
government contracted the one more than 
the other. To authenticate the claims of 

And to do it 
recognize the rebel State 
organization as a legitimate law-inakiug 
jK)wer. The Alabama Convention has 
pa^s< d a resolution declaricg the act of se- 
cession null and void, an act that nothing 
can make legal and constitutional. Of 
course it follows that all legislation based 
on this illegitimate act Is equally null and 
without authority. And yet the Conven- 
tion declares that the debt incurred by this 
bogus government is u legitimate claim 
against the Stale.. The position is absurd, 
aud we believe the first tnau that resists 
payment of his share of the debt, and ap- 
peals to the courts will bt> sustained. 

There are some loyal men in Alabama as 
in every other rebel Slate where slaves esis- 
ted. And the general Government will see 
to it that these are protected from payiug 
any part of the expenses incurred by reb- 
els in their revolt against national author- 
ity. Aside from the injustice to loyal men 
involved in this assumption of the rebel 
war debt, the influence of the measure is 
pernicious aud dangerous. Omilting the 
consideration of its effect upon money len- 
ders, the world over, (who will be led to 
regard bogus governments as being equally 
good creditors with legitimate ones, which 
circumstance of itsell will bo a standing 
facility and temptation to revolt,) and omil- 
ting the virtual announcement of Slate 
sovereignty involved in the measure, its 
direct aud almost immediate effect upon 
the tax-payers of the State will b» to arouse 
the sentiment of repudiation towards all 
State and national liabilities. For it is too 
obvious to bear discussion, that no rebel 
State can carry its own war debt, aud its own 
6hareofthc national debt, in addition to 
its other legitimate liabilities, all at once. 
A deliberate attempt to do the first there- 
fore, is simply the deliberate beginning of 
repudiation. It wont do. States can't get 
back to their old places with that pack of 
discords and evil on their shoulders.

"The -vieked tlee when no man pursu- 
eth." And evildoers are notoriously haunt- 
ed with hob-goblin suspicions that are as 
absurd as they are terrifying. The present 
scare of the Euglish Government over the 
spread of Ecnianism in Ireland is in part 
an illustration of the law. The excitement 
amongst the aristocratic "neutrals" is a lit- 
tle out of proportion to the peril. And this 
extra amuunl of scare comes from distrust 
of the United Stales Government, the effect 
of conscious aud bitter affront offered that 
Government during its late struggle for 
life. English nobility, (or more properly 
speaking i^-nobility) has a sense of Ul-dss- 
eit respecting its conduct towards us, and a 
corresponding aud "fearful looking for of 
judgment to come." The Londou Po.^t— 
Lord Palmerstou's orgau — has the follow- 
ing spasm of dclirmm trcmcn-s touching the 
desigus of this people: 

We believe that this system of midnight 
drilling arose from American agents, who 
were sent over to Ireland to engage recruits 
for the armies of the North, and to prepare 
th. m, prior to crossing the Atlantic, so that 
on their arrival at New York they could be 
at once sent to the front. Under the name 
of i'ciiiatiism the name hns been kept up, 
most probably, iu a vaque idea that hostil 
ities between England and America are 
probable, and that the Americans will 
transmit a fleet aud an army to co-cperate 
with insurgents here. American newspa- 
pers circulate largely in Ireland, and in 
these journals articles specially v.ritteu to 
arouse the Irish peasantry appear. 

We hope nobody will disabuse the minds 
of these magnanimous "neutrals" and tell 
them what fools they are making of th-tn- 
selves. They are siuners whom nothing 
but a bloody scaring will do the least bit of 
good. Let the insolent Toryism of Eng- 
land, that invested its millions iu Confeder- 
ate bonds, and chuckled with truculent 
glee over the "played out" condition of the 
American Republic, shake in its boots 
awhile. 1 1 will be benefitted and perchance 
graciously humbled thereby. We can well 
afford to look on such trexors with silence 
and tranquillity. 

The tables turned, O, Noble Lords, sooner 
than you anticipated. You were rubbiug 
your hands in such elegant and bibulous 
congratulation over the downfall of Ameri- 
can democracy, when lo ! that democracy 
stretches a bold arm across the sea and an- 
swers your cowardly exultations with a 
brandish of menace and defiance, that oc- 
casions a very perceptK le chatter of teeth 
in your banquet hall. Is this all a phan- 
tom? The scare certainly isn't. And as to 
the reality of the peril, a noble sense of 
"neutrality" and indifference resecting it 
pervades the Democracy which was to hare 
been demolished and wasn't. It really 
seems as if Divine Justice had portioned 
OOf speciticani appropriate retribution for 
all who partook in the great rebellion. Fe-

For if whole races of men are perma- 
nently incapable of wise and successful^ 
self-government, then our Democratic ax- 
iom is false, and should be repudiated. 
There must be some other source iu that 
case, than the "consent of the governed" 
from which governments may derive "just 
powers.*' And it becomes an open ques- 
tion then whether the "consent of the gov- 
ern d" is ever an essential condition of the 
justice and legitimate authority of a gov- 
ernment. If we decide that it is such in 
auv case and not in others, we are bound to 
ascertain aud to establish iu a*n ample and 
explicit manner, the re tsons why, and the 
cases when it is, and why and when it is 
not. And wc are bound too, to make the 
other legitimate sources of authority appa- 
rent. If white people are the only inhabi- 
tants on this earth endowed with inalien- 
able rights, and whose consent is the sole 
legitimation of any authority that may be 
exercised over them, we should know why 
this is so. 

We suspect that a system of political 
philosophy w hich should recognize only j 
sn ba] artial application ofDernocratie prin- 
ciples, would sj>eedily forsake Democracy 
altogether and merge in monarchism, the 
divine right of kings, and the immutable 
foundations of caste. It seems to us impos- 
sible to defend Democracy, on tell' evident 
principles that are neither self-evident nor 
indeed principles at all. 

We arc glad the controversy is lully un- 
der way respecting negro fcuffrege. It vs ill 
compel people to do a little careful and in- 
dependent thinking. Tie white voters of 
Ihe country are none too familiar with the 
philosophy aud significance of the form of 
government under which they live. A 
thorough analysis of the whole matter will 
inevitably follow the agitation of negro suf- 
Irage. >
